Selectmen’s Report 


To the Taxpayers of Bethlehem: 


Although our itemized report shows what has been done, we 
would call your attention to a few of the expenses of the year. 

In the fall of t907 the selectmen madea contract with E. F. 
Ash to build a piece of road on the Gale River Drive, but too late 
for its completion that year. This road has been completed at an 
expense of $365.00. 

At the last annual meeting an especial appropriation of 
$2,000.00 was made for permanent work on Main street, and of 
this $1,485.34 was expended in extending the street drainage sys- 
tem from the Methodist church to the Strawberry Hill house and 
one hundred and fifty feet on Agassiz street, and the balance put 
into concrete walks. 

The Buxbaum damage suit, started in 1906, has been settled by 
paying the attorneys for Buxbaum $250, which with the costs 
brought the whole expense to the town to $463.44. 

The permanent highway fund was laid out in putting a stone 
drain under the center of the road on Agassiz hill, and building a 
stone culvert and raising and widening the road near Cephas 
Jobin’s, and widening and grading the road from that point to 
Cold Spring. 

The road commissioners have done a good deal of permanent 
work, particularly on the Brookroad to, Littleton and on the 
Franconia road. 

Mr. J. J. Glessner has continued at his own expense the work 
commenced some years ago of improving and beautifying the 
highways in the west part of the town. 

About three and a quarter acres of land have been purchased 
of George T. Cruft for an addition to the Maple street cemetery 
with a roadway to the Austin road.

We herewith present the annual report of the schools of the 
district for the past fiscal year. 

As last year, we have used but five out of the nine school 
houses in the district, the arrangements for transportation and 
tuition in the closed districts giving much better returns for the 
money expended than could be obtained by keeping all the 
schools open with only a few scholars in each. 

The Alderbrook school, with only three scholars, was closed 
for Fall term and the scholars carried to the Hollow school, but 
was reopened for the Winter term with seven scholars. 

We regret to announce the resignation of Mr. F. C. Abbe 
from the school board, aftér a service of four years, during which 
time he has been ever active for the success of our schools. 

Mr. E. E. Crane was appointed to the vacancy.
